Copenhagen, Jan. 7.—Berlin is In a. 
state of complete anarchy and civil 
war has begun there, according to the 
Munich correspondent of the Politiken.

All the banks are barricaded and a 
great number of the public buildings 
are in the hands of the Spartacan or 
extreme radical group. 


Thousands of armed workmen of the 
Spartacus faction, the correspondent 
reports are crowding the streets and at 
several points firing has begun. The 
sound of machine gun fire could be 
heard from all parts of Berlin.

FLIGHT NOT PRINCE'S FIRST 


Former 
Heir 
to 
German 
Throne 


Jumped From Window to Escape 


Oncoming French. 


The former crown prince of Germany 


never took unnecessary chances. His 
flight from his radical-swept "father- 
find" is in keeping with traits he ex- 
hibited to the French during many In- 
cidents of the great war. In a letter 
received at Chicago from Sergt. Ralph 
Sinclair of the mobile ordnance repair 
division, a veteran of Chateau Thierry, 
the one-time heir to the German crown 
s described as jumping from a window 
to flee from the oncoming French. 


The story was-told Sergeant Sin- 


clair by the mistress of a French 
chateau near an .American camp. 


"It was daring the first German drive 


in 1914," Sergeaftt Sinclair wrote, 
'when they swept down Into France 
in the full flowej/of their military 
power. She saw fiie .tired Poilus fall 
sack, worn out wittfmlne days of cease- 
less fighting to Stem that apparently 
rresistible army. Then she saw the 
great German war machine roll on. 
Some of the German high command 
came to her chateau, and then a re- 
splendent figure on horseback. 
He 


swung an emerald-headed- swagger- 
stick and bore hinrself with an air of 
conscious ' superiority— the 
prince. 


-He informed the lady of the cha- 


teau that on the1, morrow his troops 
would be in Paris. But six miles back 
the tired Poilus had halted and fought 
the first battle of the Marne. And 
quite suddenly and unexpectedly the 
great German army started to go 
hack— with 
them 
the 
resplendent 


crown prince, who at the first news of 
defeat jumped from the window of a 
neighboring chateau where he was 
staying and fled."

trast to the experiences of some of the 
soldiers and 'Y' men on their way over, 
as I have been told by some of them. 


"One bright clear morning off port 


we saw several shots fired -by one of 
the chasers of the convoy. It was very 
interesting to see the flash as the shot 
was fired and later hear the report. 
We were not advised at the time as to 
what was occurring, but

after our arrival on this side that the 
shots were lirert at a submarine, de- 
stroying it.
